Do you qualify for an Expungement? 
Idaho Expungement Statute:   

67-3004(10) – Any person who was arrested or served a criminal summons and who subsequently was not charged by indictment or information within 

one (1) year of the arrest or summons and any person who was acquitted of all offenses arising from an arrest or criminal summons may have the 

fingerprint and criminal history record taken in connection with the incident expunged pursuant to the person’s written request directed to the 

department.
